VATICAN CITY (AP) - A 


Vatican commission attacked 
the U.S. government today for 
its recent unilateral changes in 
the financial system and voiced 
support for those who refuse to 
fight for the United States in 
Vietnam. 


The Pontifical Commission on 


Justice and Peace, in a docu- 
ment submitted to the World 
Synod of Roman Catholic Bish- 
ops, urged the synod to deplore 
recent 
"monetary 
decisions 


taken by some rich countries 
which involve the well being 
and the development of 2 billion 
persons" in poor countries. 


The 64-point message also 


called on the synod to support 
those who "refuse to partici- 
pate in certain wars or certain 
acts of war, such as the bomb- 
ardment of civil populations." 
It called for "understanding of 
those who, in the name of their 
faith or their conscience, refuse 
to bear arms." 


Although neither clause men- 


tioned the United States by 
name, its intent was clear. 


The message also condemned 


colonialism and neocolonialism, 
racial discrimination, particu- 
larly in South Africa, and in- 
creasing armaments and na- 
tionalism. 


The outline of recommended 


policy positions was submitted 
to the assembly of 209 bishops 
as they took up the second ma- 
jor topic in their month-long 
meeting, social justice. During 
the first two weeks of the synod 
the bishops discussed problems 
of the priesthood,

HONESDALE, Pa. (AP) — 


Fifteen elderly persons, most in 
their 80s and 90s and many of 
them bedridden, perished Tues- 
day night in a fire that swept 
rapidly through a private nurs- 
ing home near this tiny north- 
eastern Pennsylvania commu- 
nity. 


Wayne County Coroner Rob- 


ert Jennings said he would ask 
for a state investigation. 


All of the victims, trapped in 


their rooms on either side of a 
corridor, were believed to have 
died of smoke inhalation, Jen- 
nings said. 


Only 
a 
licensed 
practical 


nurse, on duty alone at the 
time, escaped the blaze as it 
filled the residential wing of the 
Geiger 
Nursing Home with 


thick, black smoke. 


"I intend to request the state 


Department of Labor and In- 
dustry and the Department of 
Welfare to conduct an imme- 
diate investigation at the state 
level," Jennings said. 


"If there is any criminal neg- 


ligence involved here it will be 
brought out in the investiga- 
tion," he said. 


"The entire area was eng- 


ulfed with smoke, there wasn't 
too much flames," 
Jennings 


said. "It was very dease smoke 
and you could see it for a 
mile." 


Jennings said the fire was be- 


lieved to have started shortly 
before 8 p.m. in a laundry 
room at the rear of the residen- 
tial wing of the L-snaped, one- 
story frame structure. "There's 
almost no question of that," he 
said. "Physical evidence shows 
thai:" 


The fire was discovered by 


the nurse, Vaudine Lyon, 41, of 
nearby Hawley. 


The coroner said Mrs. Lyon 


reported she had gone to check 
clothes in a dryer and found 
they were still damp. 


"She said she then went back 


to the office area and a little 
later heard a noise like glass 
breaking," Jennings said. 


"She then started down the 


halfway and that's when she saw 
the flames in the laundry." 


"When she discovered 
the 


fire it was too late," he said. 
"She couldn't get down a hall. 
When she tried to use the phone 
it was dead. She went outside 
and tried to yell for help but 
it's in a rural area and when 
firemen arrived all they re- 
member seeing was a person in 
a white uniform outside. She 
couldn't even get back inside 
because of the intense heat and 
smoke." 


She was taken to Wayne 


County Memorial Hospital suf- 
fering from burns. The hospital 
listed her condition as satisfac- 
tory. 


Jennings said all but one of: 


the bodies were found in their 
rooms, in bed, in chairs and on: 
the floor. 


Another wing— jutting off to 


the right of the rooms and con» 
taining the dining room and 
kitchen, offices and the apart-. 
ment of the owners— was vir. 
tually untouched by the flames.

Tough New 
Pollution 
Bill Ready

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Senate 
Public 
Works 
Com- 


mittee has turned out a tough 
new 
pollution-fighting 
bill 


aimed at stopping waste dis- 
charge in all UJS. waters within 
14 years. 


Up to now, the aim of pollu- 


tion-fighters has been to get in- 
dustries to meet certain water 
purity standards. But the "no- 
discharge" 
measure 
would 


change the rules. 


Chiefly written by Sen. Ed- 


mund S. Muskie, D-Maine, the 
bill was reported out with unan- 
imous 
committee 
approval 


Tuesday. It seeks to change 
tactics in the water-pollution 
battle and provides $14 billion 
in grants to the states to help 
do the job. 


The legislation makes the ad- 


ministrator of the Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency the chief 
enforcer, opens federal courts 
to citizen enforcement suits and 
establishes fines for violators of 
up to $50,000 a day. 


The product of more than a 


year of testimony and study, 
the bill would end reliance on 
setting water quality standards 
as the chief means of pollution 
control. 


Instead, it would establish as 


a national goal—to be met by 
1985—the end of all polluting 
discharges into the 
nation's 


streams and lakes. The only ex- 
ception would be polluters who 
prove conclusively they could 
not comply. 


They, too, would be required, 


however, to employ the best 
pollution control technology at 
every phase of thfe program up 
to and after 1985. 


"What this bill seeks to do is 


stress the state of the art and 
require that all polluters meas- 
ure up to the best technology 
available, and finally that wa- 
ter quality standards be estab- 
lished that would stretch the 
state of the art," Muskie told 
newsmen.

A Vatican 
Commission 
Attacks U.S. 


VATICAN CITY (AP) — A 


Vatican commission attacked 
the U.S. government today for 
its recent unilateral changes in 
the financial system and voiced 
support for those who refuse to 
fight for the United States in 
Vietnam. 


The Pontifical Commission on 


Justice and Peace, in a docu- 
ment submitted to the World 
Synod of Roman Catholic Bish- 
ops, urged the synod to deplore 
recent 
"monetary 
decisions 


taken by some rich countries 
which involve the well being 
and the development of 2 billion 
persons" in poor countries. 


The 64-point message also 


called on the synod to support 
those who "refuse to partici- 
pate in certain wars or certain 
acts of war, such as the bomb- 
ardment of civil populations." 
It called for "understanding of 
those who, in the name of their 
faith or their conscience, refuse 
to bear arms." 


Although neither clause men- 


tioned the United States by 
name, its intent was clear. 


The message also condemned 


colonialism and neocolonialism, 
racial discrimination, particu- 
larly in South Africa, and in- 
creasing armaments and na- 
tionalism. 


The outline of recommended 


policy positions was submitted 
to the assembly of 209 bishops 
as they took up the second ma- 
jor topic in their month-long 
meeting, social justice. During 
the first two weeks of the synod 
the bishops discussed problems 
of the priesthood, 
recording

HONESDALE, Pa. (AP) — 


Fifteen elderly persons, most in 
their 80s and 90s and many of 
them bedridden, perished Tues- 
day night in a fire that swept 
rapidly through a private nurs- 
ing home near this tiny north- 
eastern Pennsylvania commu- 
nity. 


Wayne County Coroner Rob- 


ert Jennings said he would ask 
for a state investigation. 


All of the victims, trapped in 


their rooms on either side of a 
corridor, were believed to have 
died of smoke inhalation, Jen- 
nings said. 


Only 
a 
licensed 
practical 


nurse, on duty alone at the 
time, escaped the blaze as it 
filled the residential wing of the 
Geiger 
Nursing Home with 


thick, black smoke. 


"I intend to request the state 


Department of Labor and In- 
dustry and the Department of 
Welfare to conduct an imme- 
diate investigation at the state 
level," Jennings said. 


"If there is any criminal neg- 


ligence involved here it will be 
brought out in the investiga- 
tion," he said. 


"The entire area was eng- 


ulfed with smoke, there wasn't 
too much flames," 
Jennings 


said. "It was very dense smoke 
and you could see it for a 
mile." 


Jennings said the fire was be- 


lieved to have started shortly 
before 8 p.m. in a laundry 
room at the rear of the residen- 
tial wing of the L-shaped, one- 
story frame structure. "There's 
almost no question of that," he 
said. "Physical evidence shows 
that.*' 


The fire was discovered by 


the nurse, Vaudine Lyon, 41, of 
nearby Hawley. 


The coroner said Mrs. Lyon 


reported she had gone to check 
clothes in a dryer and found 
they were still damp. 


"She said she then went back 


to the office area and a little 
later heard a noise like glass 
breaking," Jennings said. 


"She then started down the 


halfway and that's when she saw 
the flames in the laundry." 


"When she discovered the 


fire it was too late," he said. 
"She couldn't get down a hall. 
When she tried to use the phone 
it was dead. She went outside 
and tried to yell for help but 
it's in a rural area and when 
firemen arrived all they re- 
member seeing was a person in 
a white uniform outside. She 
couldn't even get back inside 
because of the intense heat and 
smoke." 


She was taken to Wayne 


County Memorial Hospital suf- 
fering from burns. The hospital 
listed her condition as satisfac- 
tory. 


Jennings said all but one of 


the bodies were found in their 
rooms, in bed, in chairs and on 
the floor. 


Another wing—jutting off to 


the right of the rooms and con» 
taining the dining room and 
kitchen, offices and the apart- 
ment of the owners—was vir. 
tually untouched by the flames.

More Youths 
Are Smoking, 
Report Soys

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


yovprnment reports a signifi- 
cant increase in teen-age ciga- 
rette smokers at a time when 
the number of adults with the 
habit decreased sharply. 


Compiling the latest figures, 


it estimates 
the 
number of 


smokers between 12 and 
18 


years of age at four million in 
January, 1970, up one million in 
two years when the population 
increase for the group was less 
than a million. 


The report makes no effort to 


explain 
the 
increase 
but 


analyzes the characteristics of 
teen-agers who have and have 
not become regular smokers 
and says: 


"While there are many fac- 


tors in the environment of a 
child that influence his taking 
up, or not taking up the smok- 
ing habit, the one that has by 
far the most influence is the 
smoking 
behavior 
of 
those 


around him." 


The lowest level of smoking 


is found among teen-agers who 
live in households where both 
parents are present and neither 
smokes, and who have older 
brothers and sisters, none of 
whom smoke, the report says. 
In such a situation, it says, 4.2 
per cent have become regular 
smokers. 


In families with at least one 


parent and one older brother or 
sister who smoke, 24.9 per cent 
of the teen-agers also smoke. 


The report was prepared by 


the National Clearinghouse for 
Smoking and Health, a branch 
of the Health, Education and 
Welfare Department. It is 
based 
on surveys made in 


January 1968 and January 1970. 


It estimates that in 1970, 18.5 


percent 
of boys 12-18 were 


regular smokers, up from 14.7 
per cent in 1968. For girls, the 
figure is 11.9 per cent in 1970 
and 8.4 per cent in 1968. 


The Clearinghouse figures for 


the adult population show 42 
per cent of the men smoked in 
1970, compared to 51.9 per cent 
in 1966; and 31 per cent of the

WASHINGTON (AP) - Curt 


Flood's two-year fight to make 
baseball subject to 
antitrust 


laws may be settled finally at 
the middle of next season by 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 


For the first time since 1953 


the high court agreed Tuesday 
to hear arguments on a legal 
attack on the structure of pro- 
fessional baseball. 


In 1922 the court decided 


baseball is essentially a sport 
and not a business. In 1953 the 
court said any change in base- 
ball's status should be up to 
Congress. 


Flood's case may be delayed 


by two court vacancies, but a 
final decision is expected by 
June. Former Justice Arthur J. 
Goldeberg will argue for the 
one-time all-star centerfielder 
at a hearing tentatively set for 
mid-January. 


Flood and Goldberg objected 


in their suit mainly to the "re- 
serve system," which binds a 
player to the team that holds 
his contract. 


Baseball commissioner Bowie 


K. Kuhn and other baseball of- 
ficials have argued successfully 
in lower courts that it should be 
up to Congress, and not the 
courts, to make any change in 
baseball's status. 


Kuhn said Tuesday that the 


court's decision to hear argu- 
ments "does not affect the mer- 
its of the case. We have com- 
plete confidence in the fairness 
of the court's ultimate deci- 
sion." 


Richard Moss, counsel for the 


Players' Association, said: "We 
are 
very gratified that the 


court has seen fit to review the 
case on its merits."

for Open 
Heart Surgery 


ATLANTIC CITY. N.J. (AP) 


— Surgeons at Massachusetts 
General 
Hospital 
in 
Boston 


have developed a technique for 
major open-heart surgery with- 
out the use of donor blood. 


So far, 27 patients, from the 


age of 2 weeks to 41 years, 
have undergone major cardiac 
surgery under the new proce- 
dure, the surgeons told the 57th 
annual clinical congress of the 
American College of Surgeons. 


The surgeons turned to a new 


technique that had been tested 
on animals when the parents of 
a 5-year-old boy refused 
to 


grant permission for a blood 
transfusion, which usually was 
required for open-heart 
sur- 


gery. The parents were Jeho- 
vah's Witnesses. 


The patient's body is cooled, 


his blood withdrawn, a blood 
substitute is infused, 
leaving 


the patient in what the doctors 
described as "a state of sus- 
pended animation." 


After 
the 
operation, 
the 


patient's blood is returned to 
his body. 


Dr. 
Mortimer J. 
Buckley, 


chief of cardiac surgery at 
Massachusetts 
General, 
said 


the patient's blood is removed 
after anesthesia and placed in 
a plastic bag containing pre- 
servatives. 


The blood is replaced tempo- 


rarily with a liquid called Ring- 
er's Solution, a clear, colorless 
substance containing sodium, 
calcium and potassium chlo- 
ride. The body is cooled with 
ice and then the surgeon goes 
ahead. 


In the case of the 5-year-old 


boy. the surgeons successfully 
repaired his heart defect. 


"We feel that this procedure 


can become quite widespread," 
Buckley said 
Monday, 
"and 


will make the operation safer 
and reduce the over-all need 
for transfusion in the rapidly 
growing field of cardiac sur- 
gery." 


Buckley said the technique 


also can be used in other types 
of surgery', such as hip oper- 
ations, brain surgery, voronary 
artery replacements and heart 
valve replacements.

At 34, Walker and his law 


firm, Walker, Kaplan, Lavey 
and Mays, have established a 
reputation for handling civil 
rights cases.

Walker's law firm was one of 


the first three integrated law 
firms in the South.

The firm's unostentatious of- 


fice is a converted house on 
13th Street, just blocks from 
Central High School, the site of 
the 3957 school crisis. 


The entrance to the office is

yers. 


Hanging from one wall are the 


scales of justice, one pan hold- 
ing a white doll baby and the 
other pan holding a black child. 
The scales are balanced. 


Tall and thin, Walker strides 


to his own office, which might 
have been a living room at one 
time. There is carpeting on the 
floor. On the walls hang diplo- 
mas from Yale and New York 
University. He also has a de- 
gree from Arkansas AM&N Col- 
lege in Pine Bluff. 


Over the mantle of the fire- 


place is a drawing of a black 
man holding the torch of liberty, 
lighting the way for a throng of 
blacks behind him. 


Walker, a native of Hope, 


candidly explains one of the rea- 
sons he became involved in civil 
rights cases is because of the 
difficulties a black lawyer ex- 
periences in getting cases. 


He and his wife and five chil- 


dren live in a house in a white 
neighborhood. The fence was 
burned after he first moved 
there, but he said there has been 
no other harassment.

Seeks Place

LAS VEGAS, Nev. (AP) — 


Judge I>eonard Gang is looking 
for

Wednesday—the present court- 
room is needed by the Indies 
Aid Society. 


Gang convened a session of 


the Clark County District Court 
Monday at the First Methodist 
church when he found there 
was no available room at either 
the county courthouse or feder- 
al building.

Walker theorized that those 


doctors on the board of trustees 
of the hospital wanted the hos- 
pital moved so it would be near 
their offices on the west end of 
town. 


"The further west you go, the 


more government assistance you 
see," Walker said. 


A portion'' of the blame for 


the city's development is as- 
signed by Walker to real estate 
interests. 


He says that not only has the 


west end been touted as the sec- 
tion to live in, but the other side 
of town has been designated the 
Model Cities area, setting up two 
different communities. 


He says that as the Model 


Cities 
program 
takes 
over, 


whites and blacks are relocated. 
But he noted that poor whites 
and the elderly, whom he de- 
scribes as the "most defense- 
less minority" in town, have no- 
where to live. 


While the school situation is 


better, Walker says, it is far 
from perfect. 


He says that more blacks are 


needed as teachers and black 
pupils must be given more par- 
ticipation in extracurricular ac- 
tivities at the schools. 


Walker is not just the cham- 


pion uf tht blacks. 


He recently defended a youth 


in Beebe who wanted to wear 
his hair long, to the chagrin of 
bchool officials. 


In between his other cases, 


Walker says he intends to work 
for equal rights for girls in the 
public school system He feels 
that mtriunural atheltics should 
be available to girls as well as 
Uns.

Dear Reader — Hair is a 


natural part of the body. Out- 
ideas of how m u c h hair 
women should have is partly 
cultural. In some countries, 
for example, hair on the legs 
of women is not considered 
unattractive. 


Of course, serious hormone 


imbalance can cause major 
hair problems but the hair 
problems most people worry 
about are n o r m a l hair 
growth. Hormone shots are 
not indicated for this. 


There is a thriving busi- 


ness in removing unwanted 
normal hair. Almost all de- 
pilatories sold for this pur- 
pose are alkalizers and sof- 
ten or dissolve the hair. Be- 
cause hair is really the same 
chemical material as the 
skin these preparations are 
often very irritating and can 
be damaging. To prevent 
problems one must 
follow 


the directions with the pack- 
age very carefully. T h e s e 
agents usually need to be 
used two or three times a 
month. Individuals who have 
had skin irritation problems 
f r o m soaps or detergents 
s h o u l d probably not use 
them. 


A better solution is to have 


electrical epilation d o n e . 
E a c h hair follicle is de-

school population is 15,000; 
but at least 3,500 students 
live outside Mansfield.) 


When Mansfield officials

have to permit all or any 
of the students to register, 
there was at least a little 
pain and wonderment. 


Grurnped one town father: 


"The 
hippies and

kids will take us over." 


As it turned out, however, 


the fears, as well as the 
controversy, seem to have 
been 
greatly 
exaggerated. 


And the "hippies and colored 
kids" comment seems all 
the more asinine. Accord- 
ing to the Mansfield voting 
registrar, college 
registra- 


tion here this autumn was 
"very light," almost insig- 
nificant "We don't classify 
people by occupations," says 
the voting official, 
"so I 


can't tell how many students 
have registered. But certain- 
ly not more than a couple 
hundred." 


A couple hundred. Out of 


11.500 potentially eligible. It 
works out to less than two 
per cent. Thus the regulars 
of

college 


town will go into November 
elections still firmly in con- 
trol of their own balloted 
destinies.
